period February 23 to April 27, 1975.

ineligible for presunrise service authorization (PSA) were allowed to begin 
operation one hour before local sunrise with 50 watts power. Stations 
operating on these channels which held or were eligible for PSAs of less 
than their 50 watts were also permitted to begin operation one hour before 
local sunrise with 50 watts power. 


assigned to Bahamian and Canadian clear channel 


The Commission has now also authorized U.S. daytimers 
to operate one addi- 


tional hour immediately preceding local sunrise at specified power levels 
under agreements recently concluded with these countries. A copy of the 
Commission's Order, which will contain a Hsting of the stations affected 
under this new authorization along with the specified power level that the 
stations may operate at, will be released by the Commission within the 

next few days and a copy sent to all affected AM stations. Additionally 

we will advise each of our affected clients as to the applicability of this 


new authorization as soon as the listing is released. 


It should be noted that the emergency presunrise operation can- 


not commence earlier than 6:00 a.m. local time, must be appropriately logged 
and a description of the method used to reduce power to the level specified 
must be entered into the maintenance log. All affected stations are to revert 
to licensed and/or authorized presunrise authorization modes of operation at 
2:00 a.m.

Nightlime service was seen in a stighly 
different form by Northwestern Indiana 
Radio Co., licensee of wNwi(am) Val- 
paraiso, Ind., which urged provisions be 
made for a “post-sunset authorization,” 
similar to current pre-sunrise authoriza- 
tions, Narthwestern argued that without 
such an authorization, it cannot ade- 
quatcly serve its community at evening 
drive time ducing the winter months, 
when weather alerts are most important. 

The theme of providing better service 
fo the community was one voiced by 
many licensees that favored relaxation 
of the rules for granting power increases. 
As Krov Radio Inc., licensee of KPoP- 
(aM) Roseville, Calif., said, ". . . too 
much eniphasis is put on city of license 
and nol enough upon communitics of 
service.” 

The only unhappy group of broad- 
casters to respond to the commission's 
proposals were class IV stations. Com- 
munity Broadcasters Association, repre- 
senling various class IV licensees, sought 
the inclusion of class 1V stations in any 
relaxation of power requirements that 
might evolve and urged the FCC to grant 
a 1 kw nighttime power authorization 10 
all class IV stations. 

According to Knrw Associates Inc., 
owner of Kvsi(amM} Show Low, Ariz., 
class IV service is “head and shoulders” 
better in greater listener appeal than many 
more powerful AM’s, but cannot always 
feuch those people if limited to 250 w 
at night.

” CKLG returns, 
strike goes on 


Radio station CKLG’s AM 
and FM operations were bemg 
Tun with an appearance of 
routine Sunday after a strike 
Saturday caused the station to 
broadcast 24 hours.of a “‘com- 
mercial-free weekend” frora 
its transmitter’ sites. 

The strike by members of 
the recently-certified Canadi- 
an Union of Peblic Employees 
(CUPE} Local 688 included in- 
cidents of minor violence Sat- 
urday when pickets refused 
station management person- 
nel access to the CKLG build- 
ing at Nelson and Richards. 

Organizers said the strike is 
the first at a private radio 
station in a major Canadian 
city and is part of a bitter un- 
ionization struggle at CKLG. 

Pickets were restricted 
later Saturday to eight CUPE 
members in an ex parte in- 
junction granted Moffat Com- 
Tunications Ltd. the radie 
station chain which owns 
CKLG, by Mr. Justice Harry 
McKay of the B.C. Supreme 
Court, 

Management personnel re- 
entered the station without in- 
cident about noon Sunday and! 
reinstituted normal operations 
with the help of some non- 
union staff. CUPE members, 
who are ‘striking for a first 
contract, continued picketing 
outside, 

‘Union members left the sta- 
tion Saturday at about 11:30 
am., leaving 3 - continuous 
tape broadcasting a strike an- 
‘nouncement and an old union 
song, ‘‘You Can’t Get Me, I’m 
Part of the Union” on both 
AM and FM. | 

About 30 union pickets out- 
side the station soon werd 
jomed by other union mem- 
bera and leaders, including 
president . George’ Johnston 
and secretary-treasurer Len 
cue the B.C. Federation of 

, and. Oy Stairs; presi- 
‘Bent of the B.C. and Yukon 
Building Trades Council. 

New Westminster NDP MP 
Stu Leggatt also arrived to 
express support for the strike. 

Shortly before.noon, CKLG 
general thanager Don Hamtil- 
ton fried to enter the front 
doer of the building but was 
stopped by pickets who stood 
in dront of the locked door.

News film televised Saturday 
night showed Sell being rough- 
ly pushed away from the door 
but it was not clear who had 
shoved him. | _ 

The film shows Sell briefly 
doubled over but the cause is 
not clear. The film also 
showed Hamijlton in a brief 
shoving match with pickets. 

Later in the day accountant 
Kenneth Murphy and disc 
jockey Stirling Fox ‘aiso tried 
unsuceessfully to enter the 
building. 

None of the people who 
tried to efter the building 
would comment to reporters. 

At about 12.30 p.m., the sta- 
tion resumed live pop pro- 
gramming from its AM 
transmitter in Delta, hosted 
by assistant program manag- 
er Gary Russell. a 

After about another: hour, 
the station's FM transmitter _ 
on Grouse__Mountdin was 
hooked into the AM transmis—~ 
sion and the two stations “si- 
mudcast” the same program 
ming. Announcers, who had 
RO access to ‘commercial 
tapes, called it a “commercial 
free weekend.” 

Disc. jockey Ed Mitchell, 
CUPE Local 588 president and 
vice-president of CUPE’s 
broadcast division, said Sun- 
day the‘ union is considering 
“legal action” against the 
company but would not elabo- 
Tate. 

He said “it wouldn't sur 
prise me” if the company 
brought in strikebreakers to 
work at the station. The local 
would provide no physical re- 
sistance to strikebteakers, 
“however, local 686 doesn’t 
speak for the whole Jabor 
movement.” 

‘The CKLG local has signed 
up about 33 of a possible 46 
members for the bargaining 
unit. The local was certified 
.by the Canada Labor Rela-. 
tions Board in August. 

Mitchell said the CKLG 
strike_is the beginning of the 
ead “for Ror-union Private 
radio stations, 

‘As ‘LG’ goes, .80 goes the 
nation,” he said, “There’s no 
question of hosing it ‘(the 
strike). It can’t happen. Orga- 
nized labor won't permit it to 
happeh.
